been met,

Mr, Brewster urged the motion for continn-
ance, saying that it was (reely conceeded Lhat
po imputation of gullity knowledge on the part
of Colonel Snowden in regard Lo these Lransac-
tions; but there was strong proof of great negll-
gence in the condunot of the ofMoer that would
draw upon Colonel Bnowden the reflecllon of
this Court. And it wasdue to that gentleman,
and Messrs, Worrall and Boilean, that they
should be heard.

After farther remarks from Mr. Blddle In
opposition to the motlon, Judge Hharswood
consented to grant the motion, and the matter
was conlinued until to morrow morning.

With the infections example before them of
such nelghbors aa Cuaba and Porto Rleo have on
the continent, it can hardly be expected In any
event that Bpain will continne to hold these
islands much longer, nnless, indeed, she should
become republican; but the oase is different
with the Phllipplioe islands, as in that part of
the world there |s no ploneer upon whioh those
colonles could look for sympathy and uu{npurt
in & sirnggle to galn and conserve their inde-
pendence.

The General’'s Rale in Nashville,

Upon the occupation of Nashville the Cun-
nll‘lgnlm resldence, on High street, was laken
as the headguarters of the general in command.
It was sucoessively oconpied by a mumber of
generals, who h the entrances guarded by
soldlers with bayonets, One of them wentso
far as Lo place a cordon of bayonets around the
whole biock. When General Grant came Lo
Nashville he bad bis headguariers at the same

noe,

We had occasion to ecall anpon him geveral
times. He was not hedged about with bayoe
nets—not & mosket Wis to be sesn. An orderly
without arms, stood at the door, and reselved
visitors kindly and politely. The gsallant Bow-
ers, (& tear to his memory), and Parker, the In-
dian ald, were inside, and if the General was
not enguged, would, with a show of respeoct, go
with and Introdace them at once. If eogaged,
they would tell them when to call in.

General Grant Invarlably recelv hils visi-
tors with courtesy, making them feel at ease by
the blandness .and slocerity of his manner.
Tbespirit which governed him reacted through-
ont headquarters, and we never heard of au in-
siance of rudeness durlng hissojourn in our
midst, He was then at the head of all the
armies of the Republic. He had good canse to
be proud of his position and his successes. No
doubt be felt prond, bat it was the moadest priie
of the noble soldler who felt thal he had Jdone
his duty, snd bhis couniry was not ungrateful.
There was none of the *Insolence of office’ about
him—uno ghow, no parade.

Another Incldent:—One fne morning General
Grant walked down to the Chattapooga Depot,
with the intention of taking the traln lor
Uhaunnoo[m. The doors of the cars were locked,
and a soldler on guard on each platform, Gene-
ral Grant went to one of the oars, and was In
the aot of lt&gplns nﬁm the platform, when he
wah arrested by the “halt I of the guard,

‘-Ygu oan't get Into this oar,” contlnued the
guard,

“Why not, my man?"' quletly asked (Lhe
General,

“I am instrected to admit no one until far-
ther orders,” replied the guard.

The General bowed acqulescence, and went
slienty away, with a smile on his face.
